Mrs  APHARA  BEHN  was  bom  in 
the  reign  ot  Charles  1.  but  in  what 
ar  IS  not  certain  :  her  father’s  name  was 
johnlbn  ;  who  being  related  to  the  Lord 
WiUdughby,  and  by  his  intereff  being  ap¬ 
pointed  lieutenant  general  of  Surinam, 
and  lix  and  thirty  iHandSy  x.ttbarkcd  with 
his  family  aboard  a  Ihip,  for  the  VV'ed- 
Indies ;  at  which  time  Aphara  was  very 
young.  Mr  Johnfon  died  in  his  paHage, 
hut  his  family  arrived  at  Surinam,  where 
our  poetefs  became  acqusinted  with  the 
American  Prince  Oroonoko,  whofc  ftory 
ihe  has  given  us  in  her  celebrated  novel 
ot  that  name*  She  tells  us,  “  fhc  had 
ottrn  Iren  and  converfed  with  that  great 
npn,  and  been  a  wdlnefs  to  many  of  his 
rnighty  a<^ion8,  and  that  at  one  time  he 
•uid  Climene  (or  Imoinda  his  wife),  were 
fcarce  an  hour  in  a  day  from  her  lodging! , 
3nd  that  ihe  obliged  them  in  all  thing!  the 
was  capable,  entertaining  them  with  the 
lives  of  the  Romani,  and  great  men, 
which  charmed  kirn  to  her  company  ;  and 
/vr,  with  teaching  her  all  the  pretty 
Works  (lie  was  miltrefs  of,  and  Idling  her 
Eorlcsof  nuns,  and  endeavouringio  bring 
VoL.  XLIV. 


her  to  the  knowledge  of  the  true  God.’* 
She  tells  us  likewife,  that  Oroonoko  ufed 
to  call  her  his  great  miftrefs,  anti  that  her 
word  would  goagreatway  with  him.l'hia 
intimacy  betwixt  him. and  our  poetefa 
occasioned  fdme  refledions  on  her  con- 
duift,  from  which  the  authorrfs  of  her  lilc 
juRibes  her  in  the  following  manner* 

**  Here  (fays  (lie)  1  can  add  nothing  t(» 
what  (be  has  given  the  world  already,  but 
a  vindication  of  her*  from  fome  unjuR 
afperl'ions  1  find  are  infinuated  about  this 
town,  in  relation  to  that  prince.  1  knew 
her  intimately  well,  and  1  believe  (Jie 
would  not  have  Concealed  any  love  a(fair« 
from  me,  being  one  of  her  own  (ex,  whofc 
friciidihip  and  (ccrely  (be  had  experien¬ 
ced,  which  makes  me  alTure  the  world, 
there  was  no  affair  betwixt  that  prince 
and  ARnea,  but  what  the  whole  planta¬ 
tion  was  witnelfe!  of ;  a  generous  value 
for  his  uncommon  virtues,  which  every 
one  that  but  hears  them  finds  in  himfrlf, 
and  his  prefence  gave  her  no  more.  Be- 
fidca,  bis  heart  was  too  violently  fet  on 
'the  cverlaRing  charms  of  his  Imoinda,  to 
l>e  diouk  withlliofe  more  faint  (in  hiseyr) 
of  a  white  beauty ;  and  Aftrara’s  rela¬ 
tions  there  prelent  lud  too  watchful  an 
*cyc  wver  her,  to  permit  the  fridty  of  her 
D  d 
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youth,  if  that  had  been  powerful  c- 
r:(njk;h.** 

'I'he  difappointmerts  flie  met  with  at 
Suriiuni.  hy  lofrig  her  par.  nis  and  rcla- 
Tons,  ob’ijfd  Ik r  to  return  to  England, 
where  foon  after  her  arrival  O^e  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  Mr  Bvhn,  an  eminent  nu  rchant  of 
Le  nuon,  and  of  Dutch  extraction.  King 
Charles  II.  whom  the  highly  pleaftd  by 
the  enteilainirrg  and  accurate  account  the 
gave  him  of  the  colony  of  Surinam, 
i  Kujgtii  her  .a  proper  pciTon  to  be  inlruf- 
trd  with  the  management  of  lorn c  affairs 
during  tfic  Dutch  war,  whicli  was  the 
o.'cahon  of  her  going  over  to  Antwerp. 
Here  fire  difcovi  red  the  dclrgri  tor  met!  by 
lie  Dutch  of  tailing  up  the  river  Ttiamcs, 
i't  otiier  to  burn  the  Engldh  tliips  ;  the 
made  till*  dilccvcry  by  means  of  one  Van- 
dcT  Albert,  a  Dutclinna.  This  man, 
vvfio,  before  the  war,  h.ad  been  in  love 
wi’J'.  her  in  En;,!anii,  no  fooner  he. rid  of 
her  arrival  at  Antwcip,  than  he  paid  her 

v'fit ;  and  a  tier  .1  rcpttilion  ot  all  his 
fo'.  incr  profcllion.'-  of  love,  prtiibtl  her  ex- 
trrmvly  to  alh'W  him  by  tome  (ignal 
rrr.?iis  to  give  undenurb’e  pnxifs  ot  his 
pafTion.  This propofal  w  is fo fuitabieto her 
pr<  iVi  t  aim  in  the  t'ei  vice  of  her  country, 
th.st  It  e  :o'Cei  ttd  trf  it,  arid  employed  her 
levrr  in  iuch  a  manner  ns  made  her  very 
fv  rvice  d.te  to  the  king.  The  latter  end  of 
the  y  ar  Albeit  fent  her  word  by  a 

fpti  ial  nKllenctt,  that  he  woulil  be  with 
her  .*1  .a  d.  .v  appointed,  at  wMich  time  he 
rrvr.drd  to  ht  r,  that  Cornelius  de  Wit, 
arul  dt  Rev  ter,  h  id  propoled  the  above- 
rirniioiud  expedition  to  tlie  ftates.  Al¬ 
bert  havmg  mcntirined  this  affair  with  all 
tt  ofe  m;rk-r  •  fa  tincerc  relation  of  truth, 


They  confift  of  forgs  and  other  little 
pieces,  by  the  Earl  of  Rochtfler,  Sir 
George  Etherege,  Mr  Henry  Crifp,  and 
others,  with  fomc  pieces  of  her  own.  To 
the  fccond  mifcellany  is  annexed  a  tranf- 
lation  of  the  Duke  of  Rochefoiicaull^i 
moral  reflections,  under  the  title  of  Sene¬ 
ca  Unmalked,  an  edition  of  which  was 
printed  in  1727,  in  four  volumes  lamo. 
She  wrote  alfo  t'eventcen  pUys,  fomc  hif- 
lories  ai*d  novels.  They  are  extant  in 
two  volumes  lamo,  London,  1755,  8th 
edition,  publitlied  by  Mr  Charles  Gildon, 
and  dedicated  to  Simon  Scroop,  Efq;  to 
which  is  prefixed  the  hiftory  of  the  life 
and  memoirs  of  Mrs  Behn,  written  by 
one  of  the  fair  fex.  j 

She  tranflatcd  M.  Fontrncllc’s  Hiftory 
of  Oracles,  and  Plurality  of  Worlds,  to 
which  the  annexed  an  Etfay  on  Tranfla-  j 
lion  and  Trantl.ited  Profe.  The  Para-  | 
phrafe  of  Ocnone's  Epiftle  to  Paris,  in  j 
the  EngliOi  tranflation  of  Ovid's  Epif¬ 
tle*,  t*  Mrs  Bftin's,  and  Mr  Diyden  in 
the  preface  to  that  work,  pays  her  the 
follnwing  compliment.  “  I  was  dcfired 
to  f.iy,  that  the  author,  who  is  of  the  fair 
ff \,  iinderftood  not  Latin  ;  but  if  (lie 
does  not,  1  am  afraid  Oie  has  given  us 
occifion  to  be  a'harr.ed  who  do." 

The  following  paflage  tranferibed  from 
this  epiftle  may  I'crvc  as  a  fpecimen  of  her 
poetical  talent.

After  Ir'rr.c  time  fbe  emhatkrd  at  Dunkirk 
for  Eneland.  and  in  her  p.afi'agc  was  near 
bcinc  loft’;  fot  the  fliip  was  driven  t  n 
the  roar,  four  days,  w  ithin  fight  of  land, 
but  by  the  affiftance  of  boats  from  the 
tborc,  the  crew  wc^e  ail  faved  ;  and  Mrs 
Pehn  arrived  f.ifcly  in  Londoi^  where  the 
detbeated  the  reft  of  her  life  to  pleafiue 
and  ’pretrv.  She  publifticd  three  volnrres 
«vt  rnijci llanv  poems,  the  firft  in  1684.  th- 
fcccr.d  in  itSj,  and  the  third  in  iCJS.

She  was  alfo  the  suthorefs  of  the  cele¬ 
brated  lettero  betw’cen  a^nobletnan  and 
his  fifter*  printed  in  London  1684;  and 
we  have  extant  of  hcr's,  eight  love  letters 
to  a  gcnllcmaa  whom  ftic  p.'iffionatcly 
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loved,  and  with  whom  (he  correfponded 
under  the  name  of  Lycidas.  They  arc 
ptiiitcd  in  the  life  and  memoirs  of  Mra 
Behn,  prefixed  to  her  hiflurics  and  novels. 

They  are  full  of  the  Itronpcft  expief- 
Tons  of  love  for  her  beloved  (.yetdas,  who 
jt  the  time  of  her  writing  ihcfe  letters 
urms  to  have  returned  her  love  with  great 
Cl !  Intfsand  inrlifiercnce.  “1  may  chance 
(uva  the  in  her  laft  letter)  from  the  natu- 
r.il  incimrtancy  of  my  fex,  to  be  as  falfc  as 
veu  w’ouKi  wifli,  and  leave  you  in  quiet. 
For  as  1  am  fatisfied  ]  love  in  vain,  and 
without  return,  fo  I  am  fatisfied  that  no¬ 
mine,  but  the  thing  that  hates  me,  would 
iieai  me  as  Lyeidas  does;  and  it  is  only 
the  vanity  of  being  beloved  by  me  can 
in'he  you  countenance  a  roftneis  fo  tflf* 
pleaHiig  to  you.  How  could  any  thing 
but  the  man  that  hates  me  entertain  me 
Jo  unkindly  ?  Witr.efs  yourpaffiag  by  the 
end  of  the  firect  where  I  live,  and  fquan- 
dfririg  away  your  time  at  any  coftee- 
hoiifc,  rather  than  allow  me,  what  you 
know  in  your  foul  is  the  greateft  blcfling 
of  my  life,  your  dear,  duilj  melancholy 
company  ;  I  call  it  dull,  bccaufe  you  ne¬ 
ver  can  be  gay  or  merry  w'hcrc  AQr;^a  is. 
How  could  this  indifi'erence  poflels  you, 
whai  your  malicious  foul  knew  1  was 
Hi  Suilhing  for  you  ?  1  died,  I  fainted,  I 
panted  for  an  hour  of  what  you  laviOied 
out,  regardlefs  of  me,  and  without  fo 
much  as  thinking  on  me  !*'  Memoirs  of 
Mis  Bchii,  prefixed  to  her  novels. 

She  died  after  a  long  indifpontion, 
April  i6.  16^9,  and  was  buried  in  the 
Cloillcrs  of  Wellmiufttr  Abbey.

Behn  prefixed  to  her  lover’s  watch  ;  a- 
tnnn>»  the  reft,  Mr  Charles  Colton,  author 

V’irgil  Tiavefty,  compliments  her  in 
t  ie  following  lines.

^lr  Gildon,  who  was  intimately  ac* 
qiuinted  with  our  poeter&,rpeakb  of  iier  in 
the  higheft  terms.  In  his  epiftic  dedica- 
t-'ry  to  her  hiil^ies  and  novels,  he  thus 
<-xpreft\rs  himfuf  :  “  Poetry,  fays  he,  the 
JJr’rcmc  pleafure  of  the  mind,  i*  begot 
*nd  born  in  pleafure,  but  oppreftTcd  and 
killed  with  pain.  This  reftetflion  ought 
tvi  raife  our  admiration  of  Mrs  Bchn^ 


whofe  genius  was  of  that  force,  like  Ho¬ 
mer’s,  to  maintain  its  gaiety  in  the  midft 
ot  difappointments,  w  hich  a  woman  of 
her  feufeaud  merit  ought  never  to  have 
met  with.  But  Ih.e  had  a  great  ftiength 
of  mind  and  ctunmand  of  thought,  being 
able  to  vkritc  in  the  luidft  of  company, 
and  yet  have  her  ftiare  t)f  the  convci  Ca¬ 
tion,  which  I  faw  her  do  in  wiitingOroo- 
nokn,  a"d  other  parts  of  the  following 
volumes,  in  every  part  of  w'hich.  Sir,  you 
will  find  an  eafy  Itile,  and  a  peculiar  hap- 
pifjefs  of  thinking.  The  pdlions,  that  of 
love  cfpecially,  Ihc  was  miftrefs  of;  and 
pave  us  fuch  nice  and  lender  touches  of 
them,  that,  without  her  name,  wc  might 
dilcover  the  author,  as  Protogencs  did 
Apelles,  by  the  ftiokeof  his  pencil.

Poor  Flaccus,  who  ne¬ 
ver  Ihould  have  been  brought  on  the 
feenc  on  the  fcore  of  military  mifliapi, 
is  a  very  laughable  hero;  fo  that  while 
we  commiferate  his  misfortune,  we  can¬ 
not  help  fmiling  at  the  woeful  difplay  of 
his  timidity. 

Miniature  of  the  King  of  Prujia, 

Why  this  artift  fiionld  always  wi(h 
to  Ihcw  his  fkill  in  military  fubje^ls,  is 
fomewhai  lurprifing,  confidcring  his  ina¬ 
bility  in  that  ftilc  «>f  painting.  His  Pruf- 
fian  Majefty  is  highly  unworthy  the  great 
original,  from  which  the  likcnefs  is  fup- 
pofed  to  be  taken.  Too  great  a  weight 
of  flefli,  joined  with  a  heavy  unmeaning 
eye,  arc  glaring  inconliftencies,  which 
our  painter  has  mod  wonderfully  fallen 
into ;  and  how*  he  could  beftow  fuch 
impolitic  attributes  on  fo  great  a  general, 
i.s  far  abov«  our  comprehenfion  to  un¬ 
ravel.

The  orator  appears  to  have  well  fiudied 
the  jullice  of  hiscaufe,  and  is  happy  in  the 
diipolition  v)f  his  lirr.bs.  His  exprclfion 
of  Itaturcs  borders  too  much  on  the  ludi¬ 
crous,  but,  on  the  whole,  is  far  from  be¬ 
ing  tltficient  or  unnatural.  We  cannot 
fpcak  fi)  tavi>nrably  in  regard  to  His  figure.

The  neighing 
itiCils  have  all  the  hre  neceflary  for  their 
fitintion,  and  the  charioteer  is  fo  inimi- 
ubly  reprefented  in  his  ftill,  that  we  could 
wiili  ti>iec  him  in  fome  more  favourable 
travk  of  promotion.  We  have,  however, 
this  fault  to  find  with  the  paintei,  that 
though  he  preferves  great  juftnefs  in  his 
a  titndes,  he  is  rather  unnatural  in  his 
exprelhv^n  of  features.

Natural  Historv  of  the  Whale. 

whale  is  the  larged  of  all  animals; 

jL  it  is  even  at  prclent  loiiKiinieti  found 
ill  the  northern  leas  90  feet  in  lengin; 
but  formerly  they  were  taken  of  a  much 
greater  lize,  when  the  captures  were  left 
frequent,  and  the  filh  had  time  to  grow. 
Such  is  their  bulk  within  the  arittic  cir¬ 
cle;  but  in  thofe  of  the  torrid  zone, 
where  they  arc  unmolehed,  whales  arc 
Hill  ften  160  feet  long.  The  head  is  very 
much  difproportioned  to  the  fizc  of  the 
body,  being  one  third  ot  the  i'lic  of  the 
filh  :  the  under  lip  is  much  l>rnader  than 
the  upper.  The  tongue  is  coinpofed  of 
a  foft  fpongy  fat,  ciipahle  of  yielding  five 
or  fix  barrels  of  oil.  The  gullet  is  very 
fmall  for  fo  valt  a  filh,  not  exceeding  four 
inches  in  width.  In  the  middle  of  the 
head  arc  two  orifices,  throiigli  which  it 
fpouts  water  to  a  valt  height,  and  with  a 
great  noife,  efpecially  W’hcn  dilturbed  or 
wounded.  The  eyes  arc  not  larger  than 
thofe  of  an  ox,  and  when  the  chryAallinc 
humour  is  dried,  it  docs  nut  appear  lar¬ 
ger  than  a  pea.  Thcy*arc  placed  towards 
the  back  of  the  head,  bt^ng  the  moltcon- 
venicui  fuuation  for  enabling  them  to  fee 
both  before  and  behind  ;  as  alio  to  fee 
over  them,  where  their  food  is  principal¬ 
ly  found.  They  arc  guarded  by  eye-lida 
and  cyc-lanics,  as  in  quadrupeds  ;  and 
they  feem  t<»  be  very  fiiarp-fighted. 

Nor  M  their  iVnfc  of  hearing  in  left 
perfe^ion  ;  for  they  arc  warned,  at  great 
diftancrs,  of  any  danger  preparing  againft 
them.  It  would  frem  as  if  n.tiurc  had 
dcfigncdly  given  them  thefe  a;lvantagcs, 
as  they  multiply  little,  in  order  t<»  conti¬ 
nue  their  kind.  It  is  true,  indecif,  that 
llie  external  organ  ot  hearing  is  not  per¬ 
ceptible,  for  this  might  only  embatr^fl 
ihcn»  in  their  natural  rlemmt  ;  but  as 
foon  as  the  thin  fcarf  ikin  aficr- mention¬ 
ed  is  removed,  a  black  fpot  is  dilcoverrd 
l>etiiud  the  eye,  an  1  under  that  is  the  au¬ 
ditory  canal,  that  leads  to  a  regular  appa- 
Tilua  for  hearine.  In  fiioit,  the  animal

it  ftruck  down  a  boat  with  three  men  in 
it,  with  a  fingle  blow  of  its  tail,  by  which 
all  went  to  the  bottom.  The  other  ftill 
attended  its  companion,  and  lent  it  every 
afliftance  ;  till,  at  laft,  the  fifh  that  wai 
ftriick  funk  under  the  number  of  its 
wounds  ;  while  its  faithful  aflbeiate,  dif 
daining  to  turvivc  the  lofs,  w’ith  great 
bellowing,  flrctchcd  itfclf  «pon  the  dead 
filh,  and  fliared  his  fate. 

The  whale  goes  w  iih  young  nine  or  ten 
months,  andisthen  fatter  than  ufual,  par¬ 
ticularly  wlien  near  the  lime  of  bringing 
forth.  Itisfaidthat  the  embryo,  when  firft 
perceptible,  is  about  17  inches  long,  and 
white  ;  hut  the  cub,  when  excluded,  is 
black,  and  about  10  feet  long,  bhe  ge¬ 
nerally  produces  one  ytuing  one,  and  ne¬ 
ver  above  two.  When  flic  fuckles  her 
young,  fhe  throw?  hcrfelt  on  one  fide  on 
the  furlace  of  the  fea,  and  the  young  one 
attaches  itfelf  to  the  teat. 

Nothing  cm  exceed  the  tendernefs  of 
thefcmal^  for  her  offspring;  flic  carries 
it  with  her  wherever  (lie  goes,  and,  when 
hartleft  pmfued,  keeps  it  fupported  bc- 
tw’cen  her  fins.  Even  when  W'Ounded, 
fhe  ftill  clafps  her  yuinig  one  ;  and  when 
Ihe  plunges  to  avoid  dai’ger,  takes  it  to 
the  bottom  ;  but  rifes  fooner  than  ufual 
to  give  it  breath  again.  The  young  ones 
continue  at  the  bread  for  a  year ;  during 
wdiicri  time  they  arc  called  by  the  failois 
Jhort  beotii.  They  are  then  extremely 
f.iT,  and  yield  above  50  barrels  of  blub¬ 
ber.  The  mother  at  the  fame  is  equally 
le.m  and  emaciated.  At  the  age  of  two 
years  they  are  called  as  they  do 

not  thrive  much  immediately  after  quit¬ 
ting  the  breaft  ;  they  then  vicld  fearcc 
above  20  or  24  barrels  <if  blubber  :  from 
that  time  forward  they  arc  called^/hr//* 
fjh^  .Tiid  their  ago  is  wholly  unknown. 

Every  fpecics  of  w’h.ilc  propagates  only 
^■itii  thofe  of  its  own  kind,  and  does  not 
at  all  mingle  with  the  relt ;  however,  they 
are  generally  feen  in  flioals  of  difTercnt 
kii'ds  together,  and  make  their migraliuni 
in  large  corr.p.inies  from  one  mean  loa* 
uoihcr.  'f'hey  arc  gregarioui*  animals* 
which  implies  their  want  of  mutual  de¬ 
fence  agamlt  the  invafions  of  fmallcr,  but 
more  powerful,  fifties.  It  feems  aftonilh* 
ing,  therefore,  how  a  fhoal  of  tbefe  enor¬ 
mous  animals  find  fuhfiftencc  together, 
when  it  w-niild  feem  tha^  the  fupply***^ 
even  one  with  food  w  ould  require  grcaiet 
plenty  than  the  ocean  could  furnifli-  T*® 
increafe  our  wonder,  we  not  oitly  ^ 
them  herding  logriher,  hut  ufually  find 
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ihfm  fitter  than  any  other  animals  of 
wlntrofver  element.  We  likewife  know 
that  they  cannot  fwallow  large  filhes,  as 
tl.fir  throat  is  fo  narrow,  that  an  animal 
l4i]>:rr  than  an  herring  could  not  enter.

fu  A  certain  Idrt  of  fmall  fnail,  or  (as 
Luinxiis  fays)  the  medufu  or  fea-blubbcr, 
is  luflicitiU  for  tliis  fupply.  Content 
uith  this  limple  food,  it  purfues  no  other 
nniintl,  leads  an  inoffenfivc  life  in  its  ele¬ 
ment,  and  is  harmlefs  in  proportion  to 

Ilrcngth  to  do  mifehief. 

As  the  wh.de  is  an  inoffenfivc . animal, 
it  not  to  be  wondered  thit  it  has  many 
enemies,  willing  to  take  .'idvantage  of  its 
iliipol'nion,  and  inaptitm'e  for  combat. 
'I'here  is  a  fmall  animal,  of  the  (bell  filh 
kind,  called  tl>e  <iuhaU-loufry  that  (ticks  to 
it  body,  as  we*  fee  fhells  tnekmg  to  the 
1  1.1  bottom  of  a  Oiip.  This  iniinuates 
itfc-If  chiefly  under  the  fins  ;  and  what¬ 
ever  efforts  the  great  animal  makes,  it 
r  il  keeps  its  hold,  and  lives  upon  the  tat, 
^'hlch  it  is  provided  with  inffruments  to 
ar'-ive  at. 

fhe  fword-fifh,  however,  is  the  whale’s 
moll  terrible  enemy.  “  At  the  fight  of 
t.'iis  little  animal,*’  fays  Anderfon,  “  the 
''h.il'j  feems  agitated  in  an  extraordinary 
nnnroT ;  leaping  from  the  water  as  if 
"ith  affright:  wherever  it  appears,  the 
'v.'dc  perceives  it  at  a  diftance,  and  flics 
!■  ):n  it  in  the  oppofite  diredion,  1  have 
Ik.h  myfelf,”  continues  he,  “  a  fpe^ta- 
tnr  of  ihcir  terrible  encounter.  The 
whale  h.is  no  inftrument  of  defence  ex¬ 
cept  the  tail  ;  with  that  it  endeavours  to 
flnke  the  enemy  ;  and  a  Angle  blow  ta¬ 
king  pUce,  would  effefliiallv  deflroy  its 
^dverf.iry  ;  but  the  fword-fifli  is  as  aiflivc 
ai  the  other  is  ftrong,  and  eafily  avoids  the 
flroke  ;  then  bounding  into  the  air,  it 
f^Ils  upon  its  great  fubjacent  enemy,  and 
endeavours  not  to  pierce  with  its  pointed 
brak,  but  to  cut  with  its  toothed  edges. 
The  fea  all  about  it  is  feen  dyed  with 
blood,  proceeding  from  the  wounds  of 
^he  whale  ;  while  the  enormous  animal 
'■.^inly  endeavours'  to  reach  its  invader, 
nnil  firikes  with  its  tail  againfl  the  furfacc 
<  ■  the  water,  making  a  noife  at  'each 
blow  louder  than  the  report  of  a  can¬ 
non.”  In  calm  weather,  the  filhermen 
be  upon  their  oars  as  fpeflators  of  this 
Combat,  until  they  perceive  the  whale  at 
the  lafl  gafp;  then  they  row  towards 
him  ;  and  his  enemy  retiring  at  their  ap- 
fmo.ich,  they  enjoy  the  fruits  of  the  vic¬ 
tory.— -The  whale  has  another  defperate 


enemy,  a  kind  of  (hark,  of  different  fixes, 
from  one  to  three  lai horns  \  fo  voracious, 
that  it  tears  large  pieces  of  flefli  fiom  the 
whale,  as  if  they  had  been  dug  with  iho- 
vcis. 

The  great  refort  of  thefc  animals  was 
found  to  be  on  the  iuhofpitabkr  (bores  of 
Spiubergen,  and  the  European  (hips 
made  that  place  ihcir  principal  fifhery, 
and  for  numbers  of  yeais  were  very  fuc- 
cefsful  ;  the  Engliih  commenced  that 
bufinefs  about  the  year  1598,  and  the 
town  of  ihiil  had  the  honour  of  firft  at¬ 
tempting  that  profitable  branch  of  trade. 

In  old  times  the  whale  feems  never  to 
have  been  taken  on  our  coall?  but  when 
it  was  accidentally  flung  afhorc:  it  was 
then  deemed  a  royal  flfli,  and  the  king 
and  queen  divided  the  fpoil  ;  the  king 
aflertiiig  his  right  to  the  head,  her  niaje- 
Ity  to  liic  tail. 


— A  curious 
Cafe  of  a  Compound  FrailurCf  related  by 
J')r  Hunter  at  his  LeFlures.  Sdebied 
from  Clarc’j  the  Cure  of  Ab~

SPEAKING  of  the  nature  and  cure  of 
fmple  and  compound  fractures,  Dr 
Hunter  obferved,  in  his  Ic^lurcf,  that  in 
treating  the  compound^  many  furgeons 
did  mifebief,  and  irritated  the  wound, 
by  their  officious  and  artificial  manner  of 
dreffing  it.  Inflead  of  that  practice,  he 
recommended  treating  the  compound ^  as 
much  as  poffible,  in  the  fame  way  as  tl»c 
Jimple  fra^flurc  :  and  in  confirmation  of 
that  practice,  iil'ed  to  relate  the  follow¬ 
ing  Angular  cafe,  which  was  always 
heard  with  great  attention,  l>ecaufe  the 
in(lru<5tioii  was  conveyed  in  the  way  of 
pleafantry. 

“  A  maniacal  patient,  Mr  G— who 
was  confined  in  the  Infirmary  at  Edin¬ 
burgh  (he  fays  it  was  about  thirty  years 
ago),  feeming  to  have  rrcovcied  a  calm 
and  rational  flate  of  mind,  was  .allowed 
to  take  an  airing  in  the  garden  by  bim- 
fclf.  Here  he  took  the  refoiution  of  ma¬ 
king  his  efcape,  and  got  over  the  garden 
wall.  In  dropping  himfelf  from  the  wall, 
which  was  very  high,  he  pulled  a  large 
cape- done  along  with  him,  and  fufftred 
a  very  bad  ompound  fradture  in  his  leg. 
He  was  carrie<i  round,  and  lodged  again 
in  the  Infirm.iry,  in  this  unhappy  condi¬ 
tion  ;  and  the  (urgeon,  who  was  prefent- 
1y  brought  to  him,  fet  the  letr,  dreffed  the 
wound,  applied  the  .cighteea-tsilcd  bdn- 


See.  in  ihc  nfuil  wny.  After  all 
this,  the  palitnt  apptrarinp  to  he  very 
Calm,  the  fur^coll  ^tve  fome  proper  (1i- 
ic'tions,  went  away,  aiul  tne  patirnl  wa^ 
left  nione  to  j:ct  h»ine  relt,  whictr  wh« 
tlvou^hl  proper,  inM  feemed  to  be  his 
own  cleliic.  llis  nutlnrl-.  now  look  a  lin- 
jinluly  whimlical  turn:  he  knew  very 
\Cell  that  he  had  pot  a  inilcrably  broken 
]ep  ;  l>nt  his  cra'/\  imaginatiirn  made  him 
believe,  that  the  Inr^ton  had  miftakeii 
the  lep,  had  bt  lloweil  all  his  cunnmp 
upon  the  found  lep,  which  ic<|nircd  no 
attention,  and  h  ui  left  the  lhattcred  limb 
to  llijft  for  ilfclf.  Under  this  firm  per- 
luafn  n,  con  v- need  that  Ins  fur  peon  was 
Tf  o  ipnoratit  to  perceive  his  blunder,  too 
corccittil  to  be  let  ripht,  an»l  too  proud 
to  futrer  Inch  humiliatif  n,  he  thouc’ht  it 
would  be  moft  prudent,  in  his  pre'Cit 
flatc  of  fubieClirin,  lor  the  cure  of  his 
brtiken  leg,  to  make  the  bell  uie  hecouhl 
of  the  iudj^ment  and  <lexterity  which 
(Jotl  had  given  him.  He  rentoved  the 
whole  cpf'iiraius  from  the  broken  Kp, 
with  great  attention,  tliat  he  miieht  be 
able  t<»  apply  it  to  the  other  leg,  fo  exat^t- 
1/  in  the  lame  m.anncr,  that  the  furgeon 
fliouUl  not  be  able  to  difeover  the  altera¬ 
tion  ;  and,  Icll  any  fufpicion  Oiould  arifr, 
.Old  lead  to  an  inrpMry  and  difcoviaty,  he 
tiiomiht  lie  ihouU  be  Hill  more  fecurc  by 
tfcietine  or  hiti  ng  the  other  leg,  that  it 
night  not  be  tound,  and  app^’ar  in  evi¬ 
dence  ag.iinit  him.  llether^foie  tore  a 
J  jrpe  hide  in  the  Ibeel  and  feather  bed, 
-nd  buried  the  wounded  leg  among  the 
It  a’hcrs. 

•*  Nixt  day,  wlien  the  furgeon  vifited 
>.in>,  h**  laid,  that  for  a  while  he  had  been 
in  j  .iin,  but  that  by  a  fortunate  and  acci¬ 
dental  motion  of  the  foot,  the  pain  went 
cfl,  as  by  a  charm  ;  that  he  had  Conti- 
lined  pertc'lly  eafy  ever  fince  ;  and 
therefore  «  a  •  refolvcd  to  keep  it  as  llea- 
dily  as  podible  in  the  fame  lituation.  'I'hc 
lurpetm  finditip  lum  ealy,lLc  pulle  quiet, 
wiut  no  fvmptoin  whatever  of  a  trver,  went 
to  the  foot  of  the  Iv.d,  ard  lifting  up  the 
cloatliK,  laid,  Let  us  juft  fee  how  the 
foot  .tnd  leg  look.  The  patient  feemed 
much  alarmcil  with  the  prot'ofal,  and  en¬ 
treated  Inn.,  for  mercy’s  lake,  to  defift  ; 
b-conV,  he  fod,  the  Irafl  motion  in  ’he 
\v,>ild  would  dilluibit,  and  bring  all  his 
^ainsback  again.  The  furgron  afTiircd 
lum  tint  ttir  l>eit-cloa»ha  touched  r»^- 
thinr  but  the  cradle,  and  that  the  lifi- 
iitg  ihem  np  could  not  in  i!»e  leall  move 
ciiiicr  the  leg  or  foot ;  juJ  then,  oblcr- 
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virg  to  the  ftuclents  that  the  appearance 
nt  the  foot  was  as  favourable  as  he  could 
with;  he  exprelTed  his  fatisfaiition,  and 
went  away.  “  Every  day’s  viftt,  after 
this,  turned  out  equally  fatisfa^lory,  both 
to  the  furgeon  aiui  patient,  till  the  fifth 
or  fixth  day,  when  the  furgeon  grew  ve¬ 
ry  anxious  to  fee  the  wound,  left  any 
lurking  mifehief  Ihoiild  be  concealed,  and 
was  determined  to  remove  the  dreftings. 
This  the  patient  refiftcd,  frft  with  pray¬ 
ers,  and  then  with  imprecations  and 
rage  ;  but  at  laft  he  was  obliged  to  fub- 
niit.

inflammatory  advcrtifeiiients ;  punphlets 
were  pid»li(iicd,  and  dihutfeii  ;  invita¬ 
tions  were  lent  to  all  llie  diliei ewl  cornerii 
of  Ihe  count -y,  encouraging  people  t«» 
join  tlicir  influence,  to  oppofe  the  delignt 
of  government  in  favour  «»f  Mapiltt-,  as 
they  ihemfcivcs  fi.avc  irprelentcd  in  thtie 
petition  to  the  II — e  of  C  — ns.  Nor 
is  their  reprefentation  chargeable  witfi 
the  lead  deviation  from  truth.  Nay,

Hence 
they  call  the  Popilh  an  intolerant 
church.  But  thole  vvht)  fpeak  fo’  forget, 
that,  however  good  .1  political  re.afo!*  tliit 
may  be  for  denying  toleration  to  Panids, 
it  is  a  very  bad  religions  or  gofpci  one.— 
I  know  of  iu>  portion  of  the  )^t>(pcl  vv  hich 
eniviins  it  upon  us  its  votaries,  to  imitate 
liiat  condm^t  in  others  which  we  our- 
lelvcs  condemn.  But  I  know  a  msxini 
of  the  golptl,  which  rttjuirrs  us  to  do  to 
others  as  we  w»>nld  wijh  that  they 
fhouUl  do  to  us.  Wc  with  that  Catho. 
lies  would  tolerate  Pio'edai.ts :  Wc 
think  that  they  ought  to  do  it.  Wc  de¬ 
clare  we  judge  that  they  a«fl  wron^ 
w'hcn  they  do  not.  Why  then  do  wc 
not  <lo  to  them  as  we  woulil  wifli  that 
they  fbouhl  do  unto  us  ? 

“  We  tolerate  ftc^taries  of  all  kinds^ 
the  principles  of  matiy  of  w  hom  arc  as 
intolerant  as  ihiife  of  the  Rom.tn  Catho* 
lie  church.  Yet  they  enjoy  the  free,  the 
open,  undifturbed  exercife  ( f  their  reli¬ 
gion.  Niy,  they  are  indnleed  ii»  the  cx- 
creife  of  very  unfair  and  hinder  means  to 
make  prolelytes  from  the  edabliflied 
church.  And  further,  they  arc  charge¬ 
able  witli  frequent  arid  glaring  encro.4ch- 
mentb  upon  her  privileges.  Yet  no  in¬ 
terruption  is  given  to  all  tlfu.  On  the 
contrary,  w  hen  interruption  is  propofed, 
it  is  generaliy  tptalified  with  the  reply, 
tliat  the  more  earned  the  endeavours  to 
oppofc  and  to  fupprefs  a  feed,  the  more  it 
is  apt  to  increafe  and  gain  ground. 

“  1  am  not  difpoferl,  at  prefent,  at 
lealf,  to  find  fuilt  wi»h  this  mode  of 
rcafivniug.  On  the  contrary,  I  am  lather 
inclined  to  wiib  that  it  were  extended 
to  all.  Por,  when  it  is  employed  in  fup- 
port  of  one,  anti  .igaind  armther,  our 
proceetliiigs  alfuiRC  the  appearance  of 
partiality,  and  trnr  infineiice  is  ant  there¬ 
by  to  be  diininilhed.  For  I  perceive  not 
the  fmailcd  oddn  l>etween  Kotnan  Catho¬ 
lics  and  fomc  of  our  prevailing  feds, 
with  refpeed  to  the  intol^raney  of  their 
pr  inciples.  Nay,  fomc  of  them  arc  found 
to  be  more  rigi*!,  in  many  rclfM*d»i,  than 
even  Fapilts  thcmicivcs.  For  they  refufe 

hoiii  communion  with  any,  whtld  they 
contirmt  to  belong  to  the  edaShtbrr.cnt.

I'o  that  many  who  \m  e  not  confumctl  by 
fire  nor  fwotd,  perillicd  bv  fimine.  Up¬ 
on  Lord  (Jeorge  Saekville’s  pitching  his 
tent  b;. tween  I'ort  Anguthis  .and  Madc- 
i.oeh,  wlicnewcr  the  Imoke  appeared, 
children  llOvkcd  in  crowds,  and  greedily 
Iiekeii  up  tlie  blood,  and  devoured  t!ie 
dune,  wltich  fell  from  the  entrails  of  the 
llaughtCTtvi  eaille.  The  olLeer-,  touched 
with  <'ompuiion  at  a  li.i:ht  fo  Ihockinp  to 
buriMnit y,  1  jatle  t he  hildiers  raile  huts 
ft»r  the  chi'deei  ,  wheie  tiie  ofiicers  fup- 
pliid  them  till  the  cunp  was  removed, 
jtiviiig  them  die  bread  winch  they  thein- 
iVlvrs  Iboiild  have  cat. 

“  While  thefe  things  were  tranf.uded  in 
the  field,  t he  eahiiu t  and  the  courts  of 
jultn  e  wtie  not  unemployed.  An  aCt  of 
atta  n  cr  ot  high  tuaion  was  paiTed 
.a*'ainrt  three  lords  and  lorty  gentlemen, 
'riie  Lari  of  Kilmarnock,  the  Lotds  Loyat 
Jind  l> ilinct wio,  and  the  titular  Eail  of 
l)vi  w  ent  water,  were  behe.aded.  Up- 
vaid»  ot  Hvcniy  gcuileaien,  and  perlons 
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ol*  inferior  r.siik,  were  hanged, 
anil  quartered  ;  befides  thote  who  were 
h.inged  without  trial  in  the  north.  About 
urre  transported  to  America; 
.and  fotfeitoi  es  look  place  to  a  contider- 
ab  e  amount;  lo  that  (at  leall  hnce  the 
contell  between  the  hotifes  of  York  and 
Lanealler)  no  fitch  feene  of  blood  and 
profeription  had  ever  followed  any  rebel¬ 
lion  in  Hritain. 

“Among  the  unhappy  fnfferer*,  the  fate 
of  the  titular  Earl  of  Derwentwater,  and 
that  of  Dr  Archibald  Cameron,  brother 
lo  the  Laird  of  Lochicl,  were  particular¬ 
ly  fevere.  The  former  had  been  engaged 
in  the  rebellion  17 15^  as  well  as  his  elder 
brother  the  Earl  of  Derw'cnt water.  Bath 
were  coiidemnei!  ;  the  former'  cfcaped, 
the  latter  was  beheaded.  From  that  time 
the  titular  Earl  had  never  fet  foot  in  the 
r>ritiih  empire,  till  at  the  diftance  of  thir¬ 
ty  years.  He  was  taken  at  fea  on  board 
a  rreiicli  vefl'cl  ;  and,  being  brought  to 
London,  was,  upon  a  prnot  of  his  identi¬ 
ty,  ordered  for  execution.  Dr  Cameron 
had  been  concerned  in  the  rebellion  1745. 
He  had  never  been  apprehended  nor 
brought  to  itial  ;  but  an  ailF  of  attainder 
of  high-treafon  had  pafied  againft  him,  as 
well  as  m.any  others,  A.  D.  1746.  His 
brother  Lochiel  being  dead,  Dr  Cameron 
came  lo  Scotland.  A.  D.  17521  to  take 
charge  of  fi>me  pdifnl  remait.Ccr  of  eflate 
belonging  to  the  orphans  his  nephews. 
He  was  apprehended,  carried  to  the 
Tower  of  London  ;  fcnlence  r.f  death 
was  p^flVil  upon  him,  on  his  admitting 
himfelf  to  be  the  perfon  mentioned  in  the 
aiF  of  attaimlcr.  He  was  denied  the  me 
of  p -v,  ink,  and  paper.  His  wife,  upon 
her  firll  attempt  to  deliver  to  the  King  a 
petition  in  behalf  of  her  unfortunate  huf- 
band,  wMs  incapacited  by  falling  into  a 
faint'ng  bt  ;  but  having  afterwards’ pre* 
tented  petitions  to  the  king  and  royal  fa* 

m. ily,lbe  was  Hint  up  along  with  her  huf* 
bjud,  that  the  king  ami  nobility  might 

n. 't  bedilbirbed  with  further  interctffioos. 
Dr  Caincron  himfelf  was  dragged  on  s 
lled^ie  to  Tyburn,  wlierc  he  behaved  with 
magnanimity  and  relignation,  was  hang* 
eil,  ni*,  head  cut  otf,  and  his  heart  tors 
out  and  burned.**
